GOVERNOR'S VOTE A SURPRISE 
MUCH SMALLER THAN EXPECTED 


‘ 


Race Still Uncertain and Regarded as 
Being Anybody’s but the Govern- 
or’s—The Two Sessions of 
Caucus Yesterday Af- 
ternoon and Night. 


Twelve ballots failed to settle the sena- 
terial contest last night. The caucus has 
no choice to present to the house this 
morning when the senatorial elertion 
comes up, consequently there will be no 


election today. 

Another meeting of the caucus this after- 
noon will take up the balloting! where it 
was left off last night at 10:30 o’clock. To- 
day in the house thé democratic members 
will vote at random to prevent the thirty 
and more populists wielding the balance 
of power in naming a senator. 

The caucus had an exciting| afternoon and 
night of it, but made no apparent progress 
in the direction of naming the winner. The 
| twelfth ballot last night showed no ma- 
~ terial change from-the-first. The leading 
candidates had practically the same 
strength. The intervening ballots present- 
ed many fluctuations, but throughout the 
dozen ballots the votes of the several can- 
didates revolved about a certain figure 
which represented the sure and definite 
strength of the candidates. 

The two sessions of the caucus leave the 
situation as much in doubt as ft was yester- 
day morning. 

The only positive thing developed by the 
caucus’ deliberations is that Governor At- 
kinson is defeated. His strength, as shown 
by the first ballot, was a surprise even to 
his opponents. His vote was smaller by 
nearly fifteen votes than had been confi- 
dently claimed for him by his friends. The 
opposition expected that it would be larger 
than it was, and when it was announced 
it had a dampening effect upon the gover- 
nor’s supporters. 

Governor Atkinson’s first vote was forty- 
nine. On the last ballot he received forty- 
seven. On one ballot his vote ran down to 
forty-four. His strength measures up forty- 
hine votes, and this, it safely appears, is 
ali that his friends can marshal for him. 

The governor’s most sanguine friends had 
little hope left at the close of the final bal- 
lot of last night's session, Indeed, hope 
fled at the end of the afternoon session, 
When the weakness of the governor be- 
came apparent, 


The Other Condidates. 

Hon, Steve Clay developed a strength 
that surprised his opponents. He had 
claimed forty-five votes, but the caucus 
went him one better and gave him forty- 
six. He continued to make gains until on 
ene ballot he received fifty-seven votes. 
His vote on the twelfth .bailot was a tie 
with Governor Atkinson’s forty-seven. He 
had ‘been scheduled by this opponents as 
having only about thirty votes, but his en- 
ergetic canvass showed in the results in a 
Way that surprised many. 

Captain Evan Howell received a vote 
varying from thirty-six to forty-five. From 
the first to the fourth ballots he made gains 
in every ballot. He received on the open- 
ing and closing ballots thirty-six votes, 
and during all the voting he showed a 
Steady and loyal support, and it was con- 
ficently predicted that, should a break 
come, he would make big strides toward 
‘the front. During the two sessions of the 
faucus he lost none of his strength, 

Hon. Hal Lewis opened with twenty and 
Closed with twenty-four votes. His high- 
vite vote was thirty-three, received in the 
nth ballot. His friends were pleared with 
his support and kept up hope and confi- 
dence throughout. 


General Evans Comes In. 
Gencral Clement A. Evans was put in the 
face and was voted for in every ballot save 
one, His strength varied from one vote to 
eighteen, 

gg James W. Robertson dropped out 
voting efter the third ballot. He 
dg votes as a starter, polled half 
Ri og tgp second, and polled two votes 
ird. After that he was not voted 

for, + 
The result of the caucus apparently real- 
Ized the hones of all the candidates save 
those of the governor. No estimate of his 
Strength given out by any of his support- 
ers bad been ag low as 49, while the vote re- 
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ceived by the other candidates was sub- 
stantially what had been claimed for them. 
Race Is in Doubt. 

The race was left as much in doubt as it 
has been at any stage of the running. It 
is anybody's race but the governor’s. To- 
day the situation may be greatly simpli- 
fled and ‘the caucus this afternoon may re- 
sult in a choice, The members of the house 
and senate will have ample time to discuss 
the situation between now and the meeting 
of the caucus and sentiment may crystallize 
itself around some fortunate candidate. 

But the end cannot be predicted. 

The session met at 3 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon,. One hundred and seventy-twe 


"members participated in it. The afternoon 


session lasted until half-past 5 and produced 
six indecisive ballots, The night session 
convened at 8 o'clock and continued until 
10:30. 

Particular care was taken that none but 
members should remain in the hail while 
the voting was going on. Hon. Mr. Char- 
ters, who presided over the caucus, was 
vigilant in seeing that the doorkeepers 
enforced the strict caucus rule. The lob- 
bies were cleared and the euter doors tight- 
ly shut. The huge crowd of interested spec- 
tators that had gathered were forced back 
into the dark marble halls, where they 
waited through the long and tedious pro- 
cess of balloting. 

Waiting for Results. 

The anxious ones outside were not even 
rewarded by as much as a sound from 
within. The compact walls imprisoned the 
voting" and the ofatory, but at the end of 
each ballot some kind insider would break 
cut and giye the news. The result was ea- 
gerly caught up by the crowd and in many 
instances there was loud cheering. The 
friends of Captain Howell, who were present 
in large numbers, cheered frequently during 
the progress of the balloting during the af- 
ternoon. Quite a number of Mr. Clay’s 
Marietta friends and neighbors were pres- 
ent also and sent up many loud whoops 


' for him when his vote seemed unusually 
| promising. 


The several candidates waited for the re- 
sult in the library or about the capitol 
building. Mr. Clay, ‘Mr. Robertson, Cap- 
tain Howell and General Evans remained 
in the library during the afternoon and 
the result of the ballots was brought to 
fhem there. Governor Atkinson heard the 
news in his office just below. 

No Choice Was Expected. 

The waiting throng was not surprised at 
the fruitless end of the day’s work, It was 
expected. It was generally predicted dur- 
ing the morning. It was hardly thought 
by any of the well informed that a choice 
could be made with the support of the 
members divided as it was. The most san- 


guine candidate scarcely allowed himself to. 


hope that he would win yesterday. 

The candidates who stand opposed to an- 
other election for governor were none of 
them disappointed in the day’s balloting. 

The caucus will meet this afternoon at 3 
o’clock and will begin its, work with the 
thirteenth ballot. One ballot may settle the 
issue. Many may be required before a 
winner is chosen, but it is the general be- 
lief that some one of the candidates will 
win the prize today. 

It was all uncertainty last night. Every 
man was doing his -best; every man had 
a chance, and it will be a thrilling and an 
interesting race when the caucus takes it 
up this afternoon. 

How They Will Vote. 

It is provided by law that the legislature 
must begin balloting for senator today. The 
caucus was careful to provide before ad- 
journment last night against the possibility 
of the populists holding the balance of 
power. 

Just befcre adjournment a resolution was

offered that the members vote today in the 
senatorial contest just as they had voted 
in the first ballot of the caucus yesterday. 
This was opposed by some and after it had 
been thoroughly considered another plan 
was adopted. It was decided that the mem- 
bers would not vote for any of the candi- 
dates fn the fleld, but would past their 
ballots at random for any one whom they 
might select. This will, of course, pre<« 
vent any choice by the legislature today 
and the senatorship will still be unset- 
tled when the two houses adjourn. 


The Populist Candidate. 


The populists caucused last night and 
nominated General William Phillips, of Ma- 
rietta, for United States senator, They 
will vote for him today. 

Last night’s session of the caucus met at 
8 o’clock. The hall was quickly cleared and 
the balloting begun, Some material changes 
had been predicted and were expected, but 
the first ballot of the night session did not 
show the breaks that had been speculated 
upon, 

The voting progressed somewhat faster 
than in the afternoon and the result was 
conveyed to the large crowd waiting out- 
side as fast as it was announced. 

During the night session two short re- 
cesses were taken to allow the members 
to confer, The voting ceased at 10:30, but 
the session was not ended until 11 o’clock. 
A full table of the twelve ballots cast is 
presente@ elsewhere. 


THE BALLOTING BEGINS. 


Afternoon Session of Caucus Started 
the Exciting Series of Ballots. 

Five ballots were taken at the afternoon 
session of the democratic caucus to noml- 
nate a candidate for United States senator. 
Each ballot brought little change in the 
result, and after nearly three hours of 
monotonous roll calls the caucus adjourned 
until last night. 

The caucus was held in the hall of the 
house of representatives, and it was called 
to order at 3 o’clock. It was half an hour 
after that time before the balloting began. 
The time intervening was occupied in clear- 
ing the hall and lobbies and rooms adjacent 
to the representatives hall. 

The caucus was held behind closed doors 
and none but democratic members of the 
house and senate were allowed to remain 


“In the room, except Colonel Mark Hardin, 


clerk of the house, and Clerks Northen and 
Dozier, and one or two other attaches. All 
newspaper men and others were denled ad- 
mission to the house galleries and the busi- 
ness of the caucus was not proceeded with 
until everybody had been put out in the 
main corridors of the capitol. 

But as each ballot was taken the result 
was made known to the eager crowd wait- 
ing in the corridors and in the capitol build- 
ing, and there was much exciterrent in the 
building. The crowd outside became en- 
thusiastic at times and an effort was made 
by shouters to impress upon the legislators 
inside that certain candidates were in favor 
on the outside. When « member would 
come out or go into the hall those on the 
outside would crowd about the et door 
and shout at the top of their ‘Voice the 
rame of their favorite candidate, the whole 
making a deafening roar, which defeated 
the purpose of the shouters, all of the 
vcices so blending as to make it impossible 
for those in the hall to understand exactly 
which candidate the crowd favored. 

Was an Impatient Crowd. 

The impatient waiters in the corridors 
remained outside until the caucus adjourn- 
ed for supper, the interest and excitement 
increasing each moment. It was expected 
that every ballot would bring some im- 
portant change or possibly a nomination, 
and when the result was announced in each 
instance showing little’ change from the 
first ballot. there was much disappointment 
and chagrin among the friends of each 
candidate. 

Th caucus was called to order by Repre- 
sentative W. A. Charters, of Lumpkin coun- 
ty, chairman of the democratic caucus, 
When he rapped for order there was consid- 
erable excitement in the hall and the buzz 
of talk and rushing here and there of mem- 
bers did not cease at once. Mr. Charters 
announced that all those in the hall except 
democratic members of the assembly would 
be required to vacate the hall and he di- 
rected the door kcepers to clear the hall. 

The visitors were slow to obey the order 
and it was perhaps fifteen minutes before 
the chairman entertained a motion of any 
kind. It was understood outside that a 
motion was made in the caucus to allow 
representatives of the press to remain in 
the hall, but the motion was defeated. 

When Chairman Charters announced that 
nominations were in order, he said that 
under caucus rules no eulogistic speeches 
would be permitted, and that those making 
nominations would simply place the names 
of candidates before the caucus. The clerks 
took their places at the desk, ready to 
begin the calling of the roll, and’ when the 
five candidates had been placed in nomina- 
tion the balloting began. 

The Candidates Are Nominated. 

The gentleman from CafFhoun placed in 
nomination General Clement A. Pvans.

He arrived Sat- 
urday and Major Hartridge was seen at 
once. He agreed to deliver the scrip by 2 
o'clock, but did not do so. 

At 3 o’clock the report came that Hart- 
ridge had been stricken with apoplexy, but 
it developed yesterday that his condition 
was probably due to a drug which brought 
with his mental and physical condition a 
state similar to apoplexy. 

An advertisement was published by Borg 
& Co.'s attorney warning all people not to 
purchase the scrips. Both the Germania 
bank and the National Bank of Savannah 
swore out warrants charging him with for- 
gery and he was placed under arrest at his 


} residence. 


It developes that there are altogether 
four certificates which have been raised, 
one from nineteen to ninety shares, on 
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HON. CARTER TATE. 
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which he borrowed $6,750 from the Germania 
bank in January; one from seventeen to 
seventy shares, on which a loan was se- 
cured from the Savannah Bank and Trust 
Company through a third party, by whom 
the bank was fully protected; a third from 
sixteen to sixty shares, on which he got 
$4,200 from the National Bank of Savan- 
nah, and the fourth from nineteen to nine- 
ty, which he attached to a draft on Simon, 
Borg & Co., on Friday after the forgery 
had been discovered, and from which in-

Major Hartidge tonight is still 
hands of the constables. 

In the fall of 1890, Major Hartidge deposit- 
ed about $300,000 of Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad bonds in different banks 
here and drew against them on New York 
parties and gof the money from the banks. 
The drafts were not honofed, and the banks 
had to take the bonds. Major Hartidge be- 
came very ill after that transaction.

London, Nevember 9.—There was a sump- 
tuous display tonight at’ the banquet 
marking the installation into office of Mr, 
George Faudel Philips, the new lord mayor 
of London. The banqueting hall of the 
Guildhali was crowded, many of chose 
present being of world-wide celebrity, in- 
cluding Prime Minister Salisbury; the 
Right Hon. George J. Goschen, first lord 
of the admiralty; Lord George Hamilton, 
secretary of state for India; Lord Hals- 
bury, lord high chancelicr; the Right Hon. 
Charles T. Richie, president ofthe board of 
trade; General Lord Wolseley, commander 
in chief of the British forces; Genera] Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, sirda of the Hgyptian 
army; the Right Hon. William Court Gully, 
speaker of the house of commons, and the 
Hon, Thomas F. Bayard, the American 
ambassador. 

Interest centered in the speech made by 
Lord Salisbury, it being the custom in re- 
cent years for the prime minister at the

Ambassador Ba ‘replied to the toas

When Lord Salisbury arose to reply 
the toast, “Our Minister,” he received an. 
ovation. . 
After thanking the lord mayor and the 
others present for the warmth of the 
welcome extended to him, he said: 
“I thank the ambassador of the United 


States for his presence here and for joining * 


a great historic meeting. By the few 
words he has uttered he has raised his own 
plane of observation so high above the mere 
level of party tie, though contrary to prac- 
tice to remark vwpon the interndl policies 
of other states, I may be permitted, with- 
out impertinence, to congratulate him upon 
the splendid pronouncement the great peo- 
ple he represents have made in behalf of 
the principles which lie at the base of all 
human society. (Cheers), Tt is rather 
bathos to have to turn therefront to the 
rather unimportant controversy his coun- 
try and ours have had in recent months. 
I only do so for the purpose of expressing 
the belief that it is at an end. (Cheers). 

“You are aware that in the discussion 
had with the United States on behalf of 
their friends in Venezuela our question 
has not been whether there would be arbi- 
tration, but whether arbitrations have un- 
restricted application, and we have 
always claimed that those who 
apart form historic right had 
the right which attaches to established 
settlements should be excluded from arbi- 
tration. Our difficulty for months has been 
to define the settled districts, and the so- 
lution has, I think, come from the govern- 
ment of the states that we should treat our 
colonial empires as we treat individuals; 
that the same lapse of time which protects 
the latter in civic life from having their 
title questioned should similarly protect an 
English colony, but beyond that, when a 
lapse could not be claimed, there should be 
an examination of title and all the equity 
demanded in regard thereto should be 
granted, 

“I do not believe I am using undue san- 

guine words when I declare my belief that 
this has brought the controversy to an 
end. (Loud cheers). . 
“It is a matter of no small satisfaction 
to the government that at a time when 
anxious social questions, which are far more 
important than political questions, are 
troubling the United States, and, therefore, 
troubling the world, we should remove any 
semblance of political difference that might 
hinder common action in defense of the 
common heritages of society. 

*‘We have had an anxious year at the for- 
eign office, but we have floated into a pertod 
ef comparative calm, and I do not intend to 
trouble you with matters that have passea 
away.” 

Talks of Turkish Question. 

Lord Salisbury then proceeded to the 
Turkish question. He repeated the argu- 
ments against Great Britain taking isolated 
action against the porte, and emphasized 
the fact that the military occupation of 
Turkey would be necessary if such action 
were taken 

Great Britain, he declared, could not oc- 
cupy the country unless she established 
conscription. He p’ctured the rick of a Eu- 
ropean war, and then sald that the siz 
great powers must act in concert. E 

Any one of these powers was able to vete@ 
the others. He denied that the powers were 
acting on selfish principles. They had firm 
ground for difference of opinion. The mo- 
tives influencing the British government 
must influence all conscientious rulers. Her 
mujesty’s government, he added, had been 
urged by the Right Hon. John Morley and 
others to abandon its policy of the past and 
renounce certain lands, in which case the 
foreign powers would accept Great Britain 3 
policy. He did not believe in anything of 
the sort. 

At all events he did not see any cause tg 
abandon the policy hitherto pursued or to 
relinquish an acre of ground now. occupied 
by the British. (Cheers.) Continuing Lord 
Salisbury declared that the concert of Eu- 
rope seemed to be in a more favorable con- 
dition to extirpate the terrible disease in 
the east than ever before. He eulogized the 
speech made or Tuesday last by M. Hano- 


taux, the French foreign minister, in the i. 
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 @xpect that France would try to baffle the 
action of the European concert, while, he 

added, the triple alliance had always been

Lord Salisbury repudiated the idea that 

. was necessarily permanent antago- 
‘nism ‘between Great Britain and Russia. 
(Cheers.) Such an idea was a superstit’on 
of antiquated diplomacy. He had, he said, 
good ground for believing that Russia had 
the same views. He did not desire to imply 
that there was any power with which Great 
Brita‘n would specially act. He only pro- 
tested against the idea that any power was 
Specially Creat Pritein’s onnonent. 

He would not say there would be difficul- 
ty in concurring in any scheme to exercise 
force if the other powers agreed, but he did 
Mot know whether the use of force was 
meditated aganst Turkey. He referred to 
the latest promises of reform made by the 
Sultan and said that the future alone could 
determine how far even such humble prom- 
ises as these would be realized. He hoped 
the powers would be able to convince Tur- 
key that she was drifting in the current 
toward an abyss, and that they would suc- 
ceed in diverting her before she arrived at 
the edge.

London, November 9.—The Daily Times, 
commenting tomorrow upon Lord Salis- 
bury’s speech at Guildhall, will say in 
reference to his explanation of the Vene- 
zuelan matter that the terms of the settle- 
ment as stated by the prime minister are 
perfectly satisfactory, involving no sur- 
render of essential principles. The solution 
arrived at will enable each side to claim a 
victory. Lord Salisbury can justly say he 
succeeded in protecting the rights of the 
British settlers and Mr. Olney can claim 
the literal truth that he succeeded in 
bringing Great Britain to consent to arbi- 
tration.

BURSTIN SUES FOR $10,000. 


WANTS DAMAGES FOR FALSE AR- 
REST AND LIBEL. 


Hutchison Case Is Pending in the 
Second Division of the City Court 
Before Judge Berry. 


Myer Burstin yesterday filed two dam- 
age suits against J. F. Leary. One suit 
was filed for false arrest in the sum of 
$5,000, and the other su't was filed against 
J. F. Leary and his son, W. M. Leary, for 
a similar amount. Burstin is represented by 
Attorney Mord Foote, Jr., and the suits 
are directed to the city court. 

During the latter part of August, 1835, 
Burston says he was employed by J. F. 
Leary to look after the property of the 
latter, which was situated near the expo- 
sition grounds. He says it was his duty 
to see that the property was rented and 
eared for, for which he received a stipu- 
lated commission. 

Burséon says that on the morning of 
November 8th, Leary sent for him, and he 
came. into the city and went to Leary’s 
office, where the former made demand 
upon him for the payment of a certain 
amount of money. Burston says he de- 
manded ‘this commissions, and after several 
words had passed, Leary sent his son, 
W. M. Leary, after a warrant, and an 
officer came back with the younger Leary. 
Burston says he had to make bond, as the 
warrant charged him with embezzlement, 
but afterwards was so worded as to make 
the charges larceny after trust. 

The warrant was dismissed, says Burs- 
tin, for lack of evidence and it was shown 
that he was not guilty of the charges as 
preferred by Leary. 

The second suit was filed because Burs- 
tin claims that Leary made use of the 
following language in the presence of oth- 
ers: “‘He is a damned thief; he has got my 
momey and he knows it: yes, he has stolen 
my money.’’ Burstin petitions the court to 
render a judgment for $5,000 against Leary 
on account of the use of this language, 
which he says has damaged his character 
and was a slander, as it was said ma- 
licilously and without cause. 


Grand Jury Meets Friday. 

The grand jury will be fn session next 
Friday/morning for the purpose of investl- 
gating all cases that have been made sinre 
its last session. 

A number of arrests have been made by 
the police since the erand jury was in 
session last week and that body will spend 
a busy day Friday tn looking into the 
charges and examining the witnesses that 
have been summoned to testify what they 
know about the circumstances. 

Charles Randall, the negro who was 
arrested on the charge of killing his wife 
last Thursday night on Hogan's alley, 
has been released by the polire, as the 
coroner’s jury failed to {tmplicate the ne- 
gro, but the case may be brought to the 
attention of the grand jury, and if there is 
any doubt about the matter the negro 
may be frivestigated by that body. 

Hutchison Case Comes Up. 

Yesterday morning the damage case which 
was brought several weeks ago against 
the Southern ra‘lIway by Young Hutchison 
was reached and the day was consumed in 
the hearing of witnesses. 

The case was tried week before last and 
after five days had been spent in its inves- 
tigation, a mistrial was directed and the 
jury was dismissed. 

Hutchison rlaims that the road was re- 
sponsible for the loss of his leg. The road 
claims that Hutchison had no business 
turning switches and did so at his own risk, 
as he was not an employe of the road and 
had no right on its right of way. 

This case will probably consume the 
remainder of the week in the second divis- 
jon of the city court before Judge Berry. 


INSURANCE WAS NOT PAID. 


ADMINISTRATOR OF J. F. SHANK- 
LIN BRINGS SUIT FOR $3,000. 


Alleges Bad Faith on the Part of the 
Company and Asks ‘the Court 
| for Redress. 


The casé of Nevin against the United 
Stateg Life Insurance Company was called 
in the United States court yesterday. Very 
little was done, as many of the witnesses 
were unavoidably absent, but the full testi- 
mony will probably be heard today. 

The papers in the case allege that James 
F. Shanklin was insured in the United 
States Life Insurance Company for {53,000 
in favor of his wife, Rachel I. Shanklin. 
Mrs. Shanklin died before her husband. 

M. A. Nevin, of Rome, was appointed 
administrator of the Shanklin estate and 
he filed the claim for the insurance money. 

He declares in his allegations that Shank- 
lin complied with all the requirements of 
the insurance compauy until he had paid 
twenty semi-annual premiums. His first 
failure to pay the regular installment was 
en May 25, 1893, when it is alleged that he 
was insane and not in mental condition to 
transact any business. 

Nevin, the petitioner, alleged that on 
July 5, 1893, he was appointed guardian of 
the insane man, and as such guardian took 
possession of all his papers and discovered 
the error in the payments. He declared 
that he at once wrote to the insurance com- 
pany giving account of the insureds con- 
dition and stating reason why the premium 
had not been paid when due. He asked the 
company to accept the past due premium 
and to accept the insured back into the 
company, Waiving any forfeiture to the 
policy. This the company refused to do. 

On July 20, 1893, without having experi- 
enced a lucid interval, the insured man 
died. The administrator again made ¢e- 
mand for the insurance, but was refused 
it. He then charged that the refusal was 
in bad faith by the company and he there- 
fore claimed damages and attorney’s fees 
as provided by law. 

Since the papers were drawn the peti- 
tioner. M. A. Nevin, having diec, Mrs. 
Helen A. Nevin was appointed adminais- 
tratrix of the estate. She will act as plain- 
tiff in the suit. ;

Attorneys Ask for Mrs, Andersen’s 
Release at Once, 


MAY GET VERDICT NOT GUILTY 


Defense Claims That Evidence Does 
Not Show Her Implicated. 


JUDGE INDICATES A PROBABLE RULING 


Defendant’s Witnesses Make the Case 
More Mysterious—Mrs. Anderson 
Will Be a Witness Today. 


— 


Yorkville, S. C., November 9.—(Special.)— 
The defense in the Reese-Luckie-Anderson 
murder case commenced its answer this 
morning and when court adjourned this 
evening at 6 o’clock was only fairly started. 

This morning as soon as court com- 
menced Colonel Youmans argued a motion 
for the court to instruct the jury to at 
once bring in a verdict of not guilty in the 
case of Mrs. Anderson, one of the de- 
fendants. As a reason the counsel asserted 
that up to ‘the point where the state rested 
there was not one particle of evidence 
against Mrs. Anderson, and as it was de- 
sirable to use her as a witness in behalf 
of the other defendants,the counsel thought 
that with the removal of 'the charge hang- 
ing over her what she had to say would be 
more free from bias. 

Mr. DeLoach, for the state, said at the 
proper time the case against Mrs. Ander- 
son might be nol prossed if the state 
shall see fit; but such a thing would be 
very embarrassing to the state at this 
particular juncture. He claimed that Mrs. 
Anderson had already been connected with 


the murder and promised that on the crusv- 
examination the state would connect her 
still more directly. 

Judge Watt ruled that if Mrs. Anderson 
were being tried separately and that wnen 
closing the state had made no stronger 
case against her than it had so far he 
would direct a verdict of not guilty. If, 
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however. the testimony of Withers and 
Miss Farrington is to be believed Mrs. An- 
derson has already been connected to a 
certain extent, and although he intimated 
that in his final charge he might direct a 
verdict of not guilty tn the case of the 
woman, since the matter had gone as far 
as it had, he was unwilling to embarrass 
the prosecution by taking Mrs. Anderson 
out just at this stage of the proceedings. 


Defense Begins To Show a Hand. 

The first witness put up by the defense 
was M. M. Freeman, banker and treasurer 
of the Acid works at Biacksbure. His testi- 
mony was to the effect that T. H. Hurcthes 
had told him that he was not certain that 
the man he saw uptown at about 8 o'clock 
on the night of the killing was M. R. 
Reese, but it might have been John Boyd. 

Julian Ross testified to having acted as 
clerk at the coroner’s inquest. He took 
down the testimony of all the witnesses 
save one, and read over this testimony to 
the witnesses before they were allowed to 
sien their names. He was sure that both 
Miss Farrington and Dr. Darwin had heard 
their testimony read before signing it. 

George Moore, a member of the inquest 
jury, corroborated the statement of Ross. 
Moore was put through a searching cross- 
examination. 

“You have ‘taken a great deal of interest 
in this case, have you not?” was asked. 

‘“T have not,’’ was the answer. 

“Did you not go to Demorest, Ga., and 
remain two weeks at the residence of Dr. 
Patterson ?’’ 

“T was at the house of Dr. Patterson 
eight days,’’ answered the witness. 

“See Mrs. Anderson there? Did you see 
Reese there while he was a fugitive from 
justice”’ was asked. 

“T did not,’’ said the witness. 

“When was this?’ 

‘Last February or March,’’ was the an- 
ewer. 

“Dr. Patterson keeps a hoarding house, 
does he not?’’ queried the lawyer. 

“Not that I know of.” 

On direct examination the witness said 
Dr. Patterson is Mrs. Anderson’s step- 
father. 

Major John F. Jones testified that he was 
with Joe Hayden and Reese at tre time of 
the alleged conversation testified to’ by 
Hayden and that he did not hear this con- 
versation and could have heard it had it 
taken place. The witness also said that 
shortly after the verdict of the coroner’s 
inquest Reese had given him a thirty- 
eight caliber revolver loaded all around, 
but that he had never said to any one that 
this was the pistol with which Williams 
had been killed. When the witness got the 
pistol it had the appearance of not having 
been fired for a long time. 

A photographer was sworn to identify 
a number of photographs that he had taken 
of the scene of the killing from different 
standpoints and an engineer described to 
the jury a plot of the surroundings. 

John Cannon, a conductor on the South- 
ern railway, testified as to a trip that Wil- 
liams had made to Blacksburg in 1893. 

Several other witnesses testified to hav- 
ing seen Williams in Blacksburg at differ~- 
ent hours on the day of the killing. 

The testimony of Mr. Darwin and Miss 
Farrington, as delivered at the coroner’s 
inquest, was introduced in evidence along 
with the stenographic report of their testi- 
mony as given for the prosecution. 

Reese’s Sister on the Stand. 

Mrs. G. N. Roberts, sister of Reese, testi- 

fied that she Had seen her brother go into 
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usual hour of going to bed and that she 
heard the shooting afterwards. 

On cross-examination prosecution laid the 
foundation for impeachment by asking wit- 
ness if she had not told Mrs. Osborne, Mrs. 


feared all along that that fool would bring 
her brother to the gallows. 

The witness denied that she had said any- 
thing of the kind. 

Several witnesses ‘Were put up to testify 
as to the character of the night. They 
said it was dark and cloudy and that an 
individual could be recognized only a short 
distance. It was not a beautiful night, as 
Miss Farrington had testified. 

William B. Hood and Andrew s. Cox, 
of Tunnel Hill, Ga., were put up to testify 
as to ‘the character of Robert Anderson. 
Both said that Anderson was a bad fellow 
and that they would not believe him on 
oath. 

On cross-examination the witnesses ad- 
mitted that Whalen Calloway had paid 
their expenses to this place, and when ask- 
ed to name others who would not believe 
Anderson, each mentioned the name of an 
individual, whom they admitted was a mem- 
ber of the Calloway family. 

When getting an intimation yesterday 
that his character was to be attacked An- 
derson teleghaphed to Georgia for witnesses 
to put up in reply. These witnesses are ex- 
pected to arrive tomorrow. 

The understanding now is that Mrs. An- 
derson is also to go on the stand as a wit- 
ness and more sensational developménts 
are expected. 


ANDERSON WANTS HIS CHILD. 


Husband of the Woman on Trial Sues 
Out a Writ. 

Yorkville, S. C., November 9.—(Special.)— 
Robert A. Anderson has sued out a writ 
of habeas corpus for the possession of his 
little daughter, Foster. 

The complaints set forth that he desires 
to get the child out of the immoral atmos- 
phere by which she is alleged to be sur- 
rounded. The writ is made returnable No- 
vember 17th.

NORTH GEORGIA CONFERENCE OF 
METHODISTS MEETS NOV. 24. 
It Is Not: Thought That Charges of 
Heresy Will Be Brought Against 
Dr. J. 3B. Robins, 


The North Georgia conference of the 
Methodist church will meet November 25th, 
in Dalton, and a number of interesting 
business matters will come up for discus- 
sion, 

The day before the conference convenes 
all the committees that were appointed 
at the last session of the conference will 
meet. The young ministers who haye made 
application fcr admission into the church 
itinerary wiil be examined by the investi- 
gating committee and their proficiency 
will be pxssed upon. Other matters of in- 
terest will ccme before these committees 
and much business will be transacted be- 
fore the regular session of the conference 
cn the fallovwing day. 

The charges of heresy which have been 
intimated against Dr. J. B. Robins may be 
preferred before the conference adjourns. 
No one has intimated that this will be 
done, but the recent publication of Dr. 
Robins has created much. discussion, and 
many are of the opinion that the confer- 
ence will take some notice of the criticisms 
that have been caused on account of the 
character of the book. 

‘The charges may be brought against 
Dr. Robins and they may not be,’”’ said Dr. 
J. W. Roberts, yestefday. “The name of 
every Methodist minister is called during 
the conference and everybody is asked “to 
say if there is anything against the char- 
acter of the man that should be investi- 
gated. If even one man asks for an inves- 
tigation, the committee is instructed to see 
what is the character of the charges and 
what should be the nature of their report 
back to the conference. 

“I don’t know to what extent the public 
is inter2sted in the matter,” Dr. Roberts 
continued, “‘but I am frank to say that 
I do not believe there is anything in the 
report that charges of heresy will be 
brougiht against Dr. Robins. I am sure there 
is no great excitement existing in the 
Methodist church on account of the pub- 
lication. From what I have been able to 
learn, it is nothing more than a news- 
paper sensation, and I have not the slight- 
est idea anything more than that will ma- 
terialize. The charge may be made, but 
that will be the end of the matter, in my 
opinion.”’ 

The North Georgia conference embraces 
all of the Methodist churches in the upper 
half of the’ state, from a line drawn 
through just above Macon, and including 
Augusta. This conference is much larger 
than the South Georgia conférence and 
embraces nearly all of the city churches, 
with the exception of Columbus, Savannah, 
Brunswick and Macon. 

The conference will be called to order at 
9 o'clock on November 25th and will prob- 
ably continue in session until the close of 
the week.

Supreme Court Decided in His Favor 
Yesterday Morning, 


MERCIER CAN’T BE LOCATED 


Rowe Was Given Ten Years in the 
Penitentiary -by Judge Candler. 


SUPREME COURT'S DECISION IN FULL 


Attorneys for the Convicted Perjurer 
Hope for an Acquittal When 
the Sase Is Again Tried. 


J. J. Rowe, convicted of perjury in the 
Superior criminal court, and now under 
a ten years’ sentence in the penitentiary, is 
to be given a new trial. 

Yesterday morning the supreme court 
handed down its decision in the case, re- 
versing the judgment of the lower court 
and charging that the conviction of the man 
Was an error. 

The state during the last trial was rep- 
resented by Solicitor Hill, and Rowe was 
represented by Austin & Parks. Mr. Aus- 
tin has contended that Rowe should not 
have been convicted, and as soon as the 
trial in the superior court was at an end, 
he carried the case to the supreme court 
on a bill of exceptions, alleging that the 
indictment, the trial and the sentence were 
not in accordance with the law. Argument 
in the case was made several days ago, 
but it was not until yesterday morning 
that the decision was handed down. 

The history of the Rowe affidavit, the 
arrest of Rowe, his subsequent escape and 
the forfeiture of his bond, are all remem- 
bered. Rowe alleged that he and L. N. 
Mercier, who was an attorney, were sitting 
in the gallery of the courthouse while the 
trial of Will Myers was being conducted. 
When the jury retired, Rowe and Mercier 
made affidavit that Colonel Glenn, who 
had been in the jury room, shook hands 
and spoke to the jury as the members were 
going into the room. 

The affidavit was secured and was pre- 
sented when the motion for néw trial was 
made in Myers’s behalf. As soon as the 
contents of the affidavit were made known, 
Colonel Glenn immediately swore out a 
warrant ‘for the arrest of Mercier and 
Rowe, charging them with perjury. Both 
men gave bond, but when their cases were 
called in the criminal court, neither one 
was present and the bonds were forfeited. 
Rowe was afterwards arrested, but Mer- 
cier has not been found and his where- 
abouts are unknown to the sheriff's of- 
fice. 

The contents of the affidavits were proven 
to be absolutely false. The judge, every 
member of the jury, all the bailiffs and sev- 
eral others in the courtroom swore that 
Colonel Glenn did not speak with any mem- 
ber of the jury. 

Rowe was indicted and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary, when his case 
was _carried_to the surpreme court. Rowe 
has already been carried out to the con- 
vict camp, but when his case reached the 
supreme court, he was brought in from 
the camps and again placed in jail to await 
the decision of the court. 

Yesterday morning the following decision 
was handed down in the supreme court: 
Rowe v. the State. Before Judge Candler. 

Fulton superior court. 

Aikinscn, J.—1. Where an indictment for 
perjury predicated upon an affidavit fails 
to allege that such affidavit was made in 
any judicial proceed'ne it was error, upon 
the trial of such indictment, to admit in 
evidence the record of a particular judic‘al 
prececding in which the state contended 
thet the perjury in question had been com- 
mitted. This is so, althcugh the indict- 
ment states the existence of such judic‘al 
proceeding, and alleges that the matters 
falsely sworn to in the affidavit were ma- 
terial in that preceeding. In order to ren- 
. der the record of that proceeding relevant 
upon the trial of the perjury case, the in- 
dictment ought to distinctly aver that the 
false affidavit was miade in that identical 
proceeding, to be used as evidence there- 
in, and that this was known to the affiant. 

2. Even if the indictment be sufficient in 
the respects above indicated, there can 
be*no conviction of the alleged perjury, un- 
less it be proved that in inaking the affi- 
davit the accused knew it was to be used 
as evidence in that particular judicial pro- 
ceeding, and that he made the affidavit for 
that purpose. The fact that the accused 
had such krewledge and intention need not 
appear upon the face cf the affidavit it- 
self, but may be proved by aliunde evidence, 
either cireunistential or direct. 

3. Inasmuch as the evidence in the pres- 
ent case was, for the reasons indicated in 
the preceding notes, menifestly contrary to 
law, it is unnecessary to deal with the 
other questions presented in the record. 

Judgment reversed.

Now that the country has quieted 
down to some extent. and those who 
have been hoarding money seem inclined 
to allow a few dollars to slip through 
their fingers, it may be well to take ac- 
count of some of the results of the re- 
cent campaign apart from the final re 
sult that elected McKinley president.

The intuition by which 
bodies of men are able to recognize and 
measure individuals moved the Chicago 
convention to select William J. Bryan | 
as the leader of the party. 

The campaign is over, and Mr. Bry- 
an has been defeated. And yet, in spite 
of that fact, the thoughtful democrat is 
able to say that the convention made 
no mistake—that the impulse which led 
to the nomination of Mr.. Bryan was in 
the nature of an inspiration. From the 
day of his nomination to the close of 
the remarkable campaign which he him- 
self conducted, Mr. Bryan was a con- 
Stantly growing factor and commended 
himself more and more to the conserva- 
tive masses of the country whose cause 
he represented. 

Though he had the opposition of the 
combined newspaper press of the east, 
and of all the large cities, he won the 
respect of the editors. and they felt 
impelled to treat him with more courte- 
Sy toward the end of the campaign than 
they had displayed in the beginning. 
The growth of 
is one of the most interesting phenome- 
na of our times. At the age of thirty- 
six, Mr. Lincoln, to whom Mr, Bryan 

1ay be most aptly compared, was an 
unknown lawyer in THlinois. Mr. Lin- 
coln made no national reputation when 
he took his seat in congress at the age 
of thirty-nine. In short, the campaign 
has developed the fact that Mr. Bryan 
is incomparably the greatest leader for 
his years that the country has ever seen, 
and he won forhis revived and regenerat- 
ed party more than fifty electoral votes 
that it had no hope of getting before the

he has accomplished, and, if he. lives, it 
will be his mission to lead it to victory 
four years from now when Hard experi- 
ence has taught the people something

The Case of Mrs. Castle. 

The recent trial of Mrs. Castle on the 
charge of shoplifting illustrates the 
rigor of English law. 

In the case of this unfortunate 
woman, who fs rather to be pitied than 
blamed, the severity of justice is unre- 
lieved by even the merest hint of mercy. 
That she was guilty of the charge pre 
ferred against her in the Dill of indict- 
ment is true, in a technical sense at 
least; but that she was guilty of a de 
liberate wrong is open to grave dispute. 
Compelled to make her defense among 
strangers in a distant land and without 
the means of procuring testimony as to 
her mental condition, the case was a 
hopeless one from the start, and Mrs. 
Castle had no choice but to patiently 
resign herself to the inevitable. 

Seldom does it happen that a more 
pathetic trial than the one of this 
hapless American woman is re 
corded in the stern annals of justice. 
Young and beautiful, the wife of a rich 
California merchant, whose chief aim in 
life was to gratify her merest whim 
and who at the time of her arrest in 
England several weeks ago was her 
traveling companion on a tour of sight- 
seeing through Europe, it seems that 
the certainty of her mental weakness 
might have raised the plea of inno- 
eence in her favor and spared her the 
humiliation of a London.prison. 

The only mark of pity contained in 
the harsh sentence of the law, remitting 
her to jail for three months, was in re- 
lieving her of hard labor. 

The sympathy of the American public, 
not unmixed with indignation, is with 
her husband and herself in their hour 
of great trouble. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that the promise of early release 
may be realized.

Some of these noteho!d- 
ers may never hear of the failure, and 
it frequently happens that the notes of. 
a defunct national bank go on circulat- 
ing for months after the affairs of the 
concern are wound up. 

Now, why should the noteholder of 
a national bank have such a tremendous 
advantage over the depositor who. in 
nine cases out of ten, is fhe more im- 
portant man of the two? The obliga- 
tion of the bank is no more sacred in 
one @ase as in the other. If the obli- 
gation is to be measured by the amount 
of money involved, then the interests of 
the depositors are of far more import- 
ance than those of the noteholders. 

This is a question that certainly in-

| vondon Physician Who Charges Thet 


Cotton Seeds Are Poisonous. 
GEORGIA’S CHEMIST REPLIES 


Gives Interesting Reasons Why the 
English Scientist is 
Wrong. 


In the third edition of Dr. Blyth’s work 
on poisons, which appeared some time ago, 
and which has just been received in this 
country, there is an article on cotton seeds. 
In this article he states that cotton seeds 
contain a poison of which nothing is chem- 
ically known, except that it is poisonous. 

Dr. Blyth is one of the best known chem- 
ists and is authority on poisons. His works 
are read and studied by chemists through- 
out the world and the article referred to has 
attracted no small amount of attention. 

Dr. George F. Payne, state chemist of 
Georgia, has answered the statement of Dr. 
Blyth in regard’'to cotton seeds being pois- 
onous by an article which appeared in the 
last edition of Chemical News, a paper pub- 
lished in London and well known through- 
out the world. : 

Dr, Payne undertakes to show that cot- 
ton seeds are not poisonous, His article is 
as follows: 

“On page 464 of the third and last edition 
of Dr. Blyth’s admirable work on poisons, 
there occurs an article with the heading 
‘Cotton Seeds.’ The article states that 
‘cotton seeds used as an adulterant of lin- 
seed cake, etc., have caused the death of 
sheep and calves. Cotton seeds contain a 
poison of which nothing is chemically known 
save that it is poisonous; it produces anae- 
mia and cachexia in animals when given in 
small repeated-doses. If, however, the ani- 
mal has eaten a large quantity of cotton 
seeds, there is gastroenteritis, as well as 
inflammation of the kidneys.’ 

“From the article it is not evident if the 
editor specifically means whole cotton seeds 
or cotton seed meal. If used as an adulter- 
ant for linseed cake it evidently refers to 
cotton: secd meal. The article is probably 
intendtd to refer to both whole cotton seeds 
and cotton seed meal. In either case there 
must be some mistake in regard to either 
fresh ,whole cottqn seed or the fresh meal 
made from the seeds after the extraction of 
a portion of the oil. Thousands of tons of 
whole cotton seeds are fed annually to the 
cattle of the southern United States, and 
there is also an enormous quantity of the 
meal fed to cattle. 

The ‘hulls, which are removed from the 
seed before the extraction of the oil, are 
also used in enormous amounts in the 
southern United States as a feed stuff. Not 
only are the cattle fed upon the meal and 
hulls, but mules and horses also to a lfim- 
ited extent. In Atlanta, Ga., several thou- 
sand head of cattle are fattened each year 
with the waste cotton seed hulls from the 
oil mills of that city. These cattle are ship- 
ped from Texas to Baltimore on through 
bills of lading, but are allowed the per- 
mission of a stop over of about two months 
in Georgia to be fattened with this won- 
derfully cheap material. The cotton seed 
hulls themselves do not contain enough 
protein for a proper nutrative ratio. The 
proper proportion of protein, however, 1s 
readily imparted to the cotton seed hulls 
by the addition of the meal; and even with 
this addition of theemore expensive meal, 
the monthly expense of feeding a large an- 
imal is only $2.75. The writer has fed a 
number of Jersey cattle with whole cotton 
seed, cotton seed meal and cotton seed 
hulls without any ill effects whatever. 

“Living in the midst of a section feeding 
enormous quantities of whole cotton seed 
and its products, the writer has never yet 
met with any case which would bear out 
the supposition that there were any poison- 
ous qualities in this material. In the 
United States cotton seed meal is used 
very largely as an ammoniate for fertiliz- 
ers, and the pomace from castor oil beans 
is also largely used for the same purpose. 
Castor oil beans are very poisonous to cat- 
tle, the writer having met with several 
cases where cattle were quickly killed by 
eating only a few beans which they found 
lying in the field. It may be possible that 
the cases that Dr. Blyth°’refers to might 
have occurred wlere the castor o!l pomace 
and the cotton seed meal were mixed acci- 
dentally for fertilizing purposes, and the 
mixture was inadvertently used for feed- 
ing animals.

HOW JOHN H. INMAN DIED. 


Story Told in a Statement by Mr. 
Samuel M. Inman. 

Mr. S. M. Inman has given out to the 
New York press the following story of the 
death of Mr. John H. Inman: 

‘My brother had been a sick man and 
under the treatment of his physicians 
since about July Ist of this year. About 
that date his physicians earnestly advised 
him that as quickly as possible he should 
give up his business affairs in a measure 
and take complete rest. 

“Acting on this advice, accompanied by 
members of his family, he went first to 
Saraioga, then to Lake Champlain hotel, 
and thence to the Adirondacks, where for 
part of the time he was under the care of 
Dr. H. P. Loomis, his family physician, 

“Tis troubles were acute indigestion ac- 
companied by insomnia, which did not 
seem to yield readily under treatment. 
Finally his illness reached such a stage 
that at times there were alarming symp- 
toms of weakness of functions of the 
heart. 

“Once during his stay in the Adiron- 
dacks he had a most violent attack of 
this heart faiiure, and it was only by 
the most prompt treatment that his life 
wag saved. 

“Some six weeks.ago his condition was 
such that after consulting: with proper 
medical authorities it was determined on 
the part of his brother, Hugh T. Inman, 
myself, his partners, Mr. Swann and Mr 
Clark, and also his son, Hugh M. Inman, 
to place him under the care of Dr. Kin- 
dred in his sanitarium near New Canaan, 
Conn., where nervous diseases are special- 
ly treated. : 

“Under the treatment at the sanitarium 
he improved, and we had every reason to 
believe in his complete recovery. Only 
three or four days before his death we had 
the best report from him that had been 
given since he went to the sanitarium. 

“On last Wednesday night there was a 
sudden change for the worse. He had a 
violent recurrence of the heart trouble, 
which so seriously threatened his life while 
in the Adirondacks, and simultaneously de- 
veloped symptoms of ppeumonia._ All 
remedies which ordinarily prove effective 
in such. emergencies were intelligently and 
vigorously resorted to, but without avail. 
He sank rapidly from the time of this 
attack and died within a few hours. 

“The attack occurring as tt did, so late 
in the night, and the fatal end coming so 
soon, it was impossible for his family to 
reach him before he died. 

“Mr. Swann and I, however, reached 
there within a few hours after he died,”

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Miss Dortch Will Oppose Captain Milledge 
for State Librarian, 


WOMEN OF STATE INTERESTED 


Fight in the Legislature To Come— 
Women Generally Favor Bill— 
Question of Propriety. , 


The legislature will have before it the tn- 
teresting question to decide as to whether 
@ woman shall be made eligible to hold 
the office of state librarian. 

A bill making a woman eligible to this 
office was introduced in the house on last 
Saturday by Mr. C. G. Thomas, of Clarke 
county, and it is expected that a lively fight 
will come up when the bill gets before that 
body for passage. Miss Ellen Dortch, who 
is at present assistant ‘state librarian, 
thinks that there are enough gallant legis- 
lators in the senate and house to insure the 
passage of the bill, 

Miss Dortch determined as far back as 
two years ago to try and have a bill passed 
by the legislature to make a woman eligible 
to hold the state librarian’s office. She will 
be a candidate for this office if the bill 
passes, and, as she says, if there is not a 
change in the present condition of things. 
It is not known whether any others will 
seek the place or not. 

The successor to State Librarian Milledge 
will be appointed next year. Colonel Mil- 
ledge will be a candidate for re-appointment 
by the governor. 

Miss Dortch, having behind her the Wo- 
man’s Press Club and many other promi- 
nent women of the state, is making a de- 
termined fight in favor of the bill. The 
press of the state, Miss Dortch states, is 
almost unanimously with the women in the 
fight. 

It ig probable that many petitions signed 
by women will find their way to the desks 
of the legislators before the bill comes up 
for passage. The *Woman’s Club here has 
passed a resolution favoring the bill, and 
other clubs over the estate will follow. In 
addition to the pressure that will be brought 
to bear upon the legislators by petitions and 
resolutions, Miss Dorich has received letters 
from governors of a dozen states which 
have women as librarians. The letters all 
speak well of the manner in which the wo- 
men librarians attend to their duties and 
some of the governors state that the ladies 
are better suited and have more taste and 
order than men. Miss Dortch has had some 
of these letters printed in circular form and 
will circulate them among the members of 
the leg.slature, In her circular Miss Dortch 
says: 

“Women are state librarians in the twelve 
states given below, all of which are law 
libraries, and the duties precisely the same 
as those of the Georgia state library: South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Lou.siana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Maryland, lowa, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Michigan and Idaho. In 
nearly every city and town in the United 
States women have exclusive charge of the 
public libraries. They have fully demon- 
strated their abil.ty and fitness in this line 
of work. In almost every state in the south 
women have been in charge of the state li- 
braries for nearly a generation, and the 
office has been filled, without exception, by 
the most refined and womanly types of 
southern women. It has not proven true, as 
has been argued, that the opportunity to 
earn a living in the service of the state 
makes men and suffragists of our women. 
On the contrary, in the states where the 
laws are fairest toward women, where the 
men are most generous to them in the hard 
struggle of their working lives, we hear 
little or no talk of ‘woman’s rights.’ 

“The Mississippi library, which is the sec- 
ond of value of its kind in the un on, the 
Massachusetts library only outranking it, 
has been in charge of women for twenty 

ears. And the governors of Mississippi 

ave not hesitated to say in their messages 

to the legislature that to the energies of 
the women who have had charge of the 
M ssissippi state library is due the well 
known fact that it is the largest, finest and 
best conducted law library and reference 
rooms for lawyers and statesmen in the 
country, thus refuting the argument that 
By im, but a lawyer should have charge of 
a law library.’ 

“In these changed times, when so many of 
our women have to be bread-winners, as a 
gallant Mississipian says elsewhere, ‘Geor- 
gia owes it to her daughters to give the 

st of state librarian to them.’ And surely 

eorgia owes it to herself to fall in line 
with her sister southern states in recogniz- 
ing the worth and capability of her women, 
by giving them a position ‘n the state’s ser- 
vice that they so clearly demonstrated their 
ability to fll in a womanly way, and with 
credit to themselves and satisfaction to 
the public.” 

Some Women May Oppose. 

It is very lLkely that some women will 
oppose the bill introduced by Mr. Thomas. 
Their opposition will be on the ground that 
it is not the proper sphere of women to 
hold public office. Colonel Milledge will 
also oppose the bill on this ground. It is 
understood that he will get up all pett- 
tions signed by women that are against the 
bill and lay them, before the leg'slature. 

Miss Dortch was the first woman who 
ever held the place of assistant state libra- 
rian in Georgia. Before her appointment 
by Governor Atkinson a man had always 
held the office. She has made an able as- 
sistant and has become thoroughly familiar 
with the work. Her friends are satisfied 
that she would fill the place of librarian 
with as much ability as a man. Her work 
as assistant has been satisfactory to every 
one who has spent any time in the library. 
Colonel Milledge has been greatly pleased 
with her work, and Miss Dortch is proud of 
the fact that the committee which was ap- 
pointed by the leg’slature to compile the 
new code have all declared for her, where- 


,as some of them formerly were strongly op- 


posed to a woman librarian. This commit- 
tee spent much time in the library in get- 
ting up the new code and were so greatly 
pleased with Miss Dortch’s attention to her 
work that they presented her with a fine 
umbrella. 

The Salary of the Librarian. 

The salary of the state librarian is $1,800 
per annum and the assistant gets $800 per 
annum. The assistant is required to stay at 
the library during the day and procure the 
books for the readers from the shelf, be- 
sides doing some clerical work. Last year 
an attempt was made to have the legislat- 
ure raise the salary of the assistant, but 
the bill was defeated in the senate. 

The fight over the present bill will be one 
of the most interesting in the legislature 
this term. Miss Dortch is confident of vic- 
tory.

DENIED THAT HE KILLED FORSYTH 


lis Death Recalls the Dodge County 
Conspiracy and Murder That 
Followed as a Climax— 
Remains To Be Brought 
Back to Georgia. . 


Luther A. Hall died yesterday at noon fn 

the federal prison hospital of Columbus, O. 

nt to the very last, he died sitting 

in the chair which he kas occupied for 
many weary weeks and mentbs. 

The long-looked-for confession, was not 
made. Never a word of the tragedy has he 
breathed, except in denial, and yesterday, 
when the hand of death chilled his brow, 
he remained firm and determined. 

With the prisoner were his two daugh- 
ters, who remaired faithful through all of 
his reverses. They have been his constant 
companions and have stated that their 
father was innocent of the charges which 
were proved against him and upon which 
he was convicted in the superior court of 
Dodge ccvnty tore than seven years ago. 

Although the conviction was compiete on 
circumstantial evidence, Hall has always 
positively denied that he was in any way 
connected with the murder of Captain For- 
syth. When his eccusers clamored about 
him and the chain of evidence link by HMnk 
grew stronger, Hall coolly denied his guilt, 
charging the detectives and court officials 
with corspiracy. 

Several efforts have been made for a par- 
don and a short time ago his application 
was carried befcre President Cleveland by 
his relatives and friends, and it -was 
thought that a pardon would be granted, 
but the president refused to interfere with 
the judgment of the court. The disappoint- 
ment to Hall was great. He had centered 
all of ‘his hopes on this action of the presi- 
dent, and when the news of the refusal 
came, he began to grow worse. His won- 
derful constitution and nerve began to show 
signs of breaking and his illness assumed 
grave prceporticns. 

For several days he has been growing 
weaker and worse, and though the end was 
not expected yesterday, it caused no great 
surprise. 

The remains will be brought to Georgia 
and will be interred at his old home in 
Dodge county. Hall’s two daughters will 
accompany the remains. 

His death in the Ohio penitentiary recalle 
the story of the alleged swindle and tragedy 
in which Captain Forsyth was foully mur- 
dered as he sat in his room with his family 
about him. 

The subsequent trial and conviction of 
Hall caused great surprise and excitement 
and the trial will be handed down to history 
as one of the most exciting tnat this state 
has probably ever produced. 


Sketch of His Life. 


Luther A. Hall was at all times and 
under all conditions a man of prominence. 
His personal magnetism, his magnificent 
phys que marked him as a leader of men. 
At the time of his death he had reached the 
age of sixty-three years, but those who 
knew him before his incarceration never 
suspected that he was near that age. 

His residence was in Eastman, Dodge 
county, where he was very popular. He 
represented his county in the legislature 
for several terms and was at all times con- 
sidered one of the brightest, as well as 
cne of the most honorable men in the 
county. When it became known that he had 
been implicated in one of the greatest 
swindles and foulest murders of the ren- 
tury his friends refused to believe the news. 
And not until he had been convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for life could 
they believe that the man whom they had 
respected and honored had so fallen. 

John C, Forsyth was a man of consid- 


erable means in the county of Dodge. He | 


Owned large tracts of land and was one 
of the most progressive citizens of the 
county. Luther Hall entered into a con- 
spiracy with several others to swindle 
Forsyth out of a considerable portion of 
his property, They forged his name to pa- 
Pers deeding his property to them, and in 
various other ways made the people believe 
that they had come into possession of his 
land. 

Hall would then place the property in 
tthe hands of his confedrates with instruc- 
tions to sell it to the first man who offered 
any price that could possibly be considered. 
In his way they robbed their victims for 
& long while without even having a tinge 
of suspicion aroused, Then John Forsyth 
began to get an inkling of just how affairs 
Stood and he began an investigaton.

Judge Clements Discusses the Work 


of Interstate Commerce Board. 

The interstate commerce commission is a 
body after the nature of a state railroad 
commission except that it has broader 


The interstate commerce law was passed 
about ten years ago. The charge has often 
been made that the commission does no 
practical good. This criticism arises from 
the fact that the courts have held that the 
board has no power to carry out its own 
findings. It can simply investigate and 
prosecute in the federal courts. The com- 
mission fought for a long time for the 
power to enforce its rulings. It had long 
and tedious work to get its powers defined. 
Judge Grosscup ruled in the Counselman 
case that the commission had no power to 
compel witnesses to produce books or to 
testify if the evidence tended to incriminate 
them, Judge Gresham also gave a decision 
which hampered the commission for a long 
time, but finally other cases were brought 
and carried up to the United States su- 
preme court, which in different cases has 
decided that the commission has the power 
to compel witnesses to produce books and 
to testify, but it provided that if a wit- 
ness does give evidence which may tend to 
incriminate him it cannot be used against 
him afterwards in a criminal prosecution.

TRXAS SINKS IN’ MUD 
Big Battleship Goes to the Bottom in 


Brooklyn. Navy Yard. 
WATER FILLS ENGINE ROOM 


* 
Vessel Was Being Repaired, When 
Some off the Machinery Gave 
Way and the Boat Sank. 


Washington, November 9.—The navy de- 
partment is notified that the battleship 
Texas is resting in the mnd alongside the 
Cob dock at the Brooklyn navy yard with 
both engine rocms and compartmeris 
flooded. One of the sea cocks gave way 
this morning and the vessel settied on the 
bottcm at once. Engineer Higgins, who 
was in one of the engine rooms, had a 
narrow escape, 

The department this afternoon received 
the following from Commodore Sicord, 
commander of the Brooklyn navy yard: 

“A section of Texas’ starboard main in- 
jection pipe was removed for repairs and 
the pipe to seaward was blanked off just 
inside of the main injection valve just 
above the floor plates. This morning about 
6 o’clock the yoke through which the stem 
to the injection valve passed broke under 
pressure of water outside, and the sea wa- 
ter filled the starboard engine compart- 
ment and thence leaked through the closed 
water tight doors and gradually filled the 
port engine compartment, The ship is not 
flooded in other parts. 

“The ship settled down up6n the soft 
bottom, heading south, and now lies easily 
at high water in twenty-five feet of water 
portside and twenty-five feet starboard 
Side, secured to Cob dock just south of 
Vermont’s stern and listed about six We- 
grees to starboard. Two tugs of the Chap- 
man Wrecking Company are alongside 
pumping and a diver is down in the star- 
beard engine room endeavoring to stop 
the leak. Narkeeta is in attendance; Nina’s 
boilers repairing sc she cannot be used. 
Dry dock No. 2 is being prepared to re- 
ceive the Texas as soon as the leak ts 
stupped. Further details will be wired as 
goon as obtainable, SICARD.” 

As the workmen had left the valve all 
right Saturday, the accident early this 
morning .before work was resumed indli- 
cates that the yoke gave way to the pres- 
sure that had been upon it for about thirty- 
six hours. The reference to the naval tugs 
Narkeeta and Nina is taken as explaining 
why outside tugs were called upon in the 
emergency. 

In another telegram Commodore Sicard 
asked that a court of inquiry into the ac- 
cident be ordered. This was done by Sec-

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Bill. Introduced To Elect Congressmen 
at the Governor's Election. 
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SENATE'S SESSION YESTERDAY 


Senator Stevens Wants Less Elections 
in the State—Resolutions in 
Memory of the Ex-Speaker. 


The senate was convened yesterday at 
noon by President Berner. About thirty 
senators ‘were present and after the reading 
of the journal several senators went to 
work introducing bills. 

A bill presented by Senator Stevens, of 
the eleventh district, seeks to change the 
time of electing congressmen in Georg!a. 

The senator :from the eleventh wants to 
decrease the number of elections in the 
state, and he thinks the people are with 
him. The bill, should it become a law, 
would do away with an extra election 
every four years, and would cause mem- 
bers of congress to be elected at the gov~ 
ernor’s election every other year. 

The bill changes the time for election of 
congressmen from Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November every two years to 
the first Wednesday in October every two 
years. Should it pass it would cause a de- 
crease of only one election every four 
years, as the congressmen are elected every 
other term of two years on the same date 
that the presidential electors are voted for. 

Senator Stevens thinks his bill will be 
passed by both houses. 

President Berner announced yesterday 
that there had been some inaccuracies in 
the announcement of the committees, He 
stated that Senator Blalock should be 
fourth on the appropriation committee and 
Senator Redwine should be sixth on the 
finance committee. The changes were 
made. 

The committee on agriculture which was 

not published in the lists of committees 
in Sunday’s Constitution, is as follows: 
* Senator Hudson, chairman; Senators 
Everett, Atk'rson, Witcher, Stevens, Gei- 
ger, Ham, Wilcox, Wooten, Culver, Shef- 
field, Mann, Flewellen, Cook, Van Buren, 
J. ¥. Walker, Carter and Strother. 

Senator Battle introduced a _ resolution 
that, the house concurring, a committee 
of two senators and three members of the 
house of representatives be appointed to 
examine the report of the special attorney 
of the Western and Atlantic road and re- 
port any change that might be made in the 
management of the road that would be 
of benefit to the state. 

Senator Battle also introduced a resolu- 
tion that the senate have printed 100 
copies of the senate committees for the 
use of the senators. ’ 

The house resolution on the death of the 
Hon. Charles F. Crisp was received and 
read in the senate yesterday. It was passed 
with an amendment by Senator Redwine, of 
the thirty-third, striking out the words, 
“‘nolitics,’’ and insert'ng the words ‘‘public 
life.’’ In memory of the distinguished dead 
the resolution was ordered spread on the 
minutes. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Dun- 
wody, of the fourth district, to quiet the 
title of persons in possession claim'ng 
title by prescription tO ungranted land. 
The bill has the effect to secure the title 
of persons living on ungranted lands, they 
being given title by prescription. It was 
referred to.the committee on general ju- 
d ciary. a 

The senate adjourned after a session of 
only forty-five minutes.

4  §35,000 Cannot Be Borrowed, and 


Salary Due Them by State. 


Teachers May Be Compelled To 
/ Wait for Some Time. 


The cffice of the state school commis- | 


sioner is being beseiged with thousands of 
letters from school teachers throughout the 
state of Georgia. The teachers ask for 
their salaries, which were due on Novem- 
ber Ist and which have not yet been paid, 

In Gecrgia there are 8,000 teachers who 
are paid by the state. The first quarter 
of their calary was due on November Ist, 
but at that time no money was received 
by them, They have waited for the arrival 
of their checks end not receiving them or 
hearing anything from the educational de- 
partment they have sent letters of inquiry 
to the schcol commissioner. : 

When the salaries of the 8,000 teachers 
became due State School Commissioner 
Glenn did not send the mcney to them be- 
cause of the fact that the amount needed 
was not in the state treasury. He did 
eot explain to the teachers why their 
money was not forthcoming, thinking that 
the amount needed wculd be raised in a few 
days. 

It is said that the governor made an 
attempt to borrow the money needed, but 
the bankers in New York to whom he ap- 
plied refused to maxe the Ican. At the 
time the governor is said to have tried to 
make the lean the national election had 
not taken place, and it seems that he was 
informed that he eculd not borrow the 
money until after the election. 

The amount of money needed to pay the 
ter chers the salaries that are due is $350,000, 
There was in the treasury at the time ft 
was turned over to Mr. Speer only about 
$283,000. With this small amount of money 
it was impossible to begin to pay the sal- 
aries of the teachers. 

Nothing was said about the matter by 
those who knew of it because it was 
thought that the money could be raised 
with very little trouble. Since the money 
was not raised, however, Commissioner 
Glenn began to answer. the letters yester- 
day and told thease who had written to him 
the true reason why the money has not 
been paid. He estates in the letters that 
he thinks the matter will be arranged in 
a few days so the teachers can get the 
money due them. 

Governor Atkinson stated yesterday af- 
ternoon that there was no attempt to make 
a loan and that he supposed the salaries 
of the teachers would be paid as soon as 
the tax returns were made by the tax col- 
lectors of the different counties. 

The tax returns from the counties are 
usually not made until about the Ist of 
December, and if it is the same this year 
the school teachers will be made to wait 
some time for the first installment of their 
salaries. 

Professor Glenn stated yesterday that the 
money would be forthcoming in a few 
days and that the school teachers would 
not be made to wait any longer than is 
absolutely necessary.

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Detective Arrested for Making Out

a Fake Case, 


IN TREASURY’ SWAMP FOX ON HIS TRAIL 


Wanted It—How the Arrest . 
Came About. : 


C. A. Wooster, an ex-détective who was 
once employed by the Southern Express 
Company and worked here during the ex- 
position with Captain Siskrom in the mer- 
chant’s patrol, was arrested and locked in 
‘the station house Sunday night on a war- 
rant sworn out in Jefferson county on the 
charge of perjury. He was taken back to 
the scene of his alleged crime Sunday 
night and will be prosecuted. 

The circumstances are somewhat compli- 
cated, About two months ago the large 
mercantile establishment of the firm of 
Ewans & Donavan, of Wadley, Ga., a small 
town on the Central road, was burned to 
the ground, The fire was thought to have 
been incendiary. In answer to a call for a 
epecial detective to find the guilty parties, 
Wooster, who was then in Atlanta, re- 
sponded, prempted by the hope of cap- 
turing the $500 reward offered for the con- 
viction of the firebugs. 

Wooster is accused of {mplicating in- 
nocent parties in order to get the reward. 
In Wadley there is a man by the name 
of Taylor who is the proprietor of a hotel. 
It seems that Wooster directed his work 
against him and sought to tmplicate the 
hotel man on the testimony of two colored 
witnesses, whom he is accused of/ having 
bribed into swearing! falsely. 

Taylor was tried before a justice of the 
peace and was bound over, being released 
under heavy bond, on the charge of arson. 
He then employed the services of Bil! 
Jones, Atlanta’s “Swamp Fox,” who im- 
mediately began work against Wooster, 
accusing him of perjury. The circum- 
stances became susvicious and the two 
negroes were lodged in jail, one in Sevan- 
mah and the other fn Louisville, Ga. 
Wooster had left the town and could not 
be located. 

The Negroes Confessed. 

Soon after the negroes thhad been locked 
up they confessed that Wooster had 
bribed them to swear against Taylér, and 
they forthwith wrote a letter to Evans & 
Donovan to that effect. The negroes also 
wrote to the governor appealing for a 
pardon, ’ 

Donovan went to Savannah on some bus- 
iness and on his return about two weeks 
@g0, while alone in this house at night, he 
died very mysteriously. He was shot in the 
head and a pistol was lying on the floor 
by his side. To all appearances it was a 
case of suicide, But the authorities are in- 
clined to be suspicious. They say it is not 
at all impossible that it was a case of 
premeditated murder, and that Wooster 
is connected with it. There has been no 
warrant sworn out, however, against the 
detective on this charge. 

Wooster claims that the is tnnocent and 
that this present misfortune is merely a 
scheme on Taylor’s part to relieve him of 
the charge of arson. 

Wooster was taken back to Jefferson 
county in the ¢ustody of Deputy Sheriff 
Forehank, Detective Jones claims he has 
sufficient evidenre to convict Wooster on 
the charge of perjury, and he hopes with 
the testimony of the negroes Wooster is 
accused of having bribed, to convict him.

“T want John Pennington, William White, 
Wiliam Gillespie, George Plumber and 
Thomas A. Edison arrested,"’ said Noland, 
with a wild look in his eyes. ‘“‘They have 
all hypnotized me, and torment me so that 
it is impossible for me to work, They 
must be got rid of in some way, and I want 
you to do it for me." 

When Noland was talking to the officera 
he seemed to be deeply in earnest, and is 
fully bent on getting rid of those men 
whom the claims are his tormentors. While 
he evinced no desire to use any strategy if 
the detectives failed to do as he required, 
yet the local authorities feel some uneasi- 
ness, and the authorities of New York city 
have been notified and the above gentlemen 
will be put on their guard In order to pre- 
vent a possible assassination or bomb ex- 
plosion.

W. & A. MAPS COMPLETED. 


NEW SURVEY OF THE STATE’S 
ROAD IS FINISHED. 


When. Checked by the State’s Special 
Attorney They Will Be Filed 
Away for Future Use. 


The (new maps of the ‘Western and At- 
lantic railroad, made by order of the gener- 
al assembly, have been completed and are 
now being checked by Special Attorney 
Wimbish. In a few days they will be ready 
for inspection by the joint committee of 
the house and senate, and when approved 
by them they will be filed in the archives 
of the state to be used as evidence when- 
ever there is.a controversy over the boun- 
dary lines of the state’s road. 

These maps constitute the only complete 
record of the right of way of the Western 
and Atlantic road and will, therefore, be of 
great value to the state in case there should 
be any attempted encroachment on the 
state’s territory. 

The act by which the survey ‘of the prop- 
erty from Chattanooga to Atlanta was or- 
dered provided that the maps and records 
should have the force and effect of a rec- 
ord of deed to land, thus definitely fixing 
the exact boundary line of the right of way. 
Whenever any person encroaches ipon the 
property of the Western and Atlantic, as 
shown in the new maps, the governor is 
authorized to summarily remove such en- 
croahtients, 

Further provisions of the act make the 
maps of the greatest importance. There 
are fifty separate maps covering every foot 
of the Western and Atlantic property.

of the opposite counsel, or that such state- 
ments, if any, were made with the design of 
misleading him, nor allege distinctly how 
and in what manner he was misled.

Therefore, what purported 
to be a claim affidavit with the name of 
the claimant subscribed thereto, was prop- 
erly treated as no affidavit at all, it appear- 
ing that his name was stgned by another in 
his absence and without his knowledge, and 
that, he never had in fact deposed to the 
conténts of the affidavit. 

2. In the present case there was no con- 
tention that the person who actually signed 
the claimant’s name to the affidavit was 
endeavoring to act as his agent in filing the 
claim, or attempting to make the claim affi- 
davit as such agent.

“are valid and all right,’’ (the purchase be- 
ing made in good faith and in ignorance of 
the usury), estopped from setting up the 
usury in the transaction; nor is such es- 
toppel removed because the purchaser ex- 
acted from the maker a promissory note for 
an addtional sum as a further considera- 
tion for the purchase. If any usury was in- 
volved in this exaction this fact did not 
in any manner affect the legal status of the 
original note, or of the deed, or make any 
change in the rights of the maker and the 
purchaser with reference to the same.

Atkinson, J.—Where. after otherwise 
disposing of a portion of his property, a 
testator devised and bequeathed to his 
wife for life the residuum of his estate, 
charging certain slave property thus be- 
queathed with a trust in favor of his minor 
children, to the extent of requiring her 
to advance to each of such minor children, 
upon marriage or attaining majority, a 
slave, at a valuation to be fixed by the ap- 
praisement, the testator. out of his slave 
property, having already made advance- 
ments at stated valuations to certain of 
his other children, for which they were 
each severally required to account, the 
testator further providing that, in the 
final division of his estate, all of his chil- 
dren should be made equal, but before cer- 
tain of the children received the slave 
property to which they were entitled all 
slaves were emancipated as a result of 
the late civil war, and thus ceased to be 
property: Held that the legal effect of the 
provision in favor of the minor children 

ras to make their several legacies a charge 
upon the slave property only; that when 
this property was extinguished, the lega- 
cies of such of them as had not been paid 
were destroyed, the loss of the slaves falj- 
ing equally upon all of the children; and, 
inasmuch as the plan of equalization, as 
outlined in the testator’s will, was depen- 
dent upon the continued existence of slav- 
ery. emancipation rendered such equali- 
zation, under the testamentary scheme, 
impracticabie, and hence neither of the 
children to whom such advancements in 
slave property had been made, either by the 
testator or the widow, nor the representa- 
tives of these children, was required to ac. 
count for such advancements in the final 
distribution of the testator’s estate.
